THE NEW ASSESSMENT. 

Tho assessnieut of liiS!) shows beyond 
tho shadow of n doubt that Victoria has 
within tho last few years greatly im- 
proved and that it is still improving. 
Il may lie said that much of the increase 
ie owing to ft new system of valuation 
and a moro careful assessment. This is 
quite true. But making every-allow- 
ance for the belter and more equitable 
system and the greater thoroughness ot 
the work, it. must be seen that a very 
largo proportion of the threo millions 
and n quarter s.nd more of increased 
value is clue to the additions which the 
enterprise and energy of its citiisous 
havo made to the wealth oi llio city. 
It is impossible to take even a short 
walk in any direction within the city's 
bounds without being struck with the 
improvements that have been made and 
that are being made. These im- 
provements are not only valuabe 
themselves, but they add to the 
■value of the surrounding property — 
unimproved as well us improved. The 
fact that there are no vncent bonnes in 
the city, and 1 hat those in course of 
el ection have tenants waiting for them, 
show that the progress which the city 
is making is on a heulthy basis and is 
certain to continue. 

The increase in the value of real estate 
is a sure indication that the city is 
growing in wealth ill other directions. 
It does not need any particular sagacity 
to soo thai the. proportion of the inhabi- 
tants of Victoria who are in easy 
circumstances is uncommonly large. 
The signs of comfort, and even of wealth, 
are every where visible. Victoria may ap- 
pear to the stronger Ui be "slow." There 
is very lit tie bustle in its streets. Peo- 
ple have got into the way of doing their 
work w ithout milking much fuss about 
it, but the observant visitor will not be 
long hi dialing nut that there is work, 
and a great deal of it, done in this city, 
and that it is producing excellent re- 
sults, liy far the greater part of the 
improvements thataregoiugouin the city 
are being made by men who have saved 
money here and who arc finding the 
most hopeful field for the investment of 
their* savings at their own doors. We 
arc convinced that their faith ill the fu- 
ture of Victoria is well grounded, It 
possesses many natural advantages 
which have only to bo utilized to make 
it one of the most prosperous cities of 
tho Pacific Coast. Tho possibilities of 
Victoria iro, wo verily believe, only be- 
ginning :o be seen even by the most 
sagacirn. .• and farsoeing of its citizens. 
If its inhabitants are true to themselves, 
as uo doubt, the great majority of them 
will he, and make the most of its capa- 
bilities, the progress which we now 
chronicle is only tho commencement of 
au era of improvement in which the 
city, which they are already proud of, 
will go on steadily increasing in wealth 
and iu importance, «nil will nmn take 
relatively a much higher place among 
the cities of the Dominion than it now 
occupies. 



Federation would bo favorably received 
by the people of Canada. It was, in 
:act, calculated to produce the contrary 
impression. Ho said : 

"In Canada there are many able mid 
enthusiastic supporters of Imperial 
Federation ; but 1 am compelled to ad- 
mit that it is not the pari of Her Ma- 
jesty's dominions in w hich the principle 
of Imperial Federation is most required, 
and perhaps this iB why it has not at- 
tracted the attention of the Government 
and the leading statesmen of both par- 
ties to a greater extent than it has done. 
In tho first place, there is no portion of 
Her Majesty's dominions in which is a 
deeper seated and more fervid loyalty 
to the Crown and British constitution 
than in Canada." 

Ho then proceeded to speak of the 
willingness exhibited by Canada to con- 
tribute to the defence of tho empire in 
caao of need, and of the construction of 
tho transcontinental railway which can 
bo uBcd, whtn required, for imperial 
purposes. He spoke, too, of the reluct- 
ance of the Fronch-Canadian population 
of the Dominion to entertain any scheme 
of national existence which would have 
a tendency to deprive them of the privi- 
leges which they now enjoy, and went 
on to Hay : 

"I give you these as reasons why tho 
heather has not been set on fire, why 
greater enthusiasm has not been shown 
in tho consideration of the question iu 
Canada. In short, Canada is prosper- 
ous and contented, and she is eminently 
satisfied with the institutions under 
which she now enjoys tho finest possible 
mode of government — institutions which 
are British in origin and ill character, 
and which we believe to be the best that 
we can hand down to our children to 
the remotest generation." 

This is not the language of a red-hot 
federationist who is determined to do 
nil in his power to persuade his country- 
men to consent to Imperial Federation, 
whether tho scheme proposed may be 
advantageous to their country or not. 
It might, indeed, bo interpreted to 
mean: "The people of Canada are not 
favorable to Imperial Federation and! 
am not at all sure whether they will 
ever entertain any scheme that may bo 
proposed. They arc too woll satisfied 
with things as they arc to bo desirous ot 
a change, ' 

The suggestion which Sir Charles 
Tuppor offered and which has boon re- 
ceived with such favor iu England is 
cautiously made and does not commit 
him to any lino of action. He said: 

"I would therefore suggest that means 
should lie taken to form a great conven- 
tion, representing every part of the 15m- 
niro, to consider this question in all its 
length and breath of detail, and in re- 
spect to all its essential principles." 

.Sir Charles believes thai if his propo- 
sal were adopted a feasible scheme of 
Imperial Federation might be devised. 
In his own words : — 

"I will throw out one more sugges- 
tion, though perhaps I shall ho in ad- 
vance of public opinion in this respect. 
I believe that if such a convention were 
summoned, and t his question were taken 
up as a practical question and examined 
with a view to tho adoption of such 
measures as would give vitality to the 
principle of Imperial Federation, a solu- 
tion would be found in bringing to bear 
that most potent of all influences, the 
principle of self-interest, and that il 
would be s.a-n to be perfeellj practical 
to adopt a fiscal policy in regard to this 
country and the Colonies, by w Inch each 
part ot the Empire would materially 
strengthen the other, renewed vitality 
it gi? ;n to the powerful III!! r.l a;f 
tioti thai now binds us together, and u 
new tie be dovaloped by which the Col- 
onies would vastly increase the punci 
and influence of ft real Britain, ami (treat 
Britain, on the other hand, become of 
far greater importance to her Colonies, 
(Cheers.)" 

It will be time enough to pronounce 
upon this "solution" when it is arrived 
at and is submitted to the people.

THE HIGH COMMISSIONER'S 
A TT1TUDE. 

A grind deal has been said with regard 
to t he position taken by Sir Charles Tup- 
per, Canada's High Commissioner in 
London, relative to Imperial Confedera- 
tion! What be has said on that sub- 
ject has been greatly misrepresented. 
Partisan journalists haw tried to create 
the impression that Sir Charles has 

done what he could te commit the gov- 
ernment which he represents to some 
Scheme of Imperial Federation, which 
is opposed to the interests of the people 
of Canada. He has done nothing of 
t he kind. The attitude assumed by him 
w ith regard to tile Imperial Federation 
movement, if indeed it yet- deserves lo 

Imj culled u movement, is eminently cau- 
tious. He takes great euro to commit 
himself to nothing. He favors no 
theory, he lends bis countenance to no 
particular scheme. He holds even him- 
self, as an individual, perfectly free to 

accept or reject any plan thai may bo 
proposed, As to his binding I be gov- 
eminent which bo represents lo any- 
thing, such an jdea to all appearance 
never entered bis mind. Wo should 
think that he must bu looked upon by 
zealous Ffderatioiiists as a provoklugly 
cold and dispassionate spectator 
who is a little more likely 
to prove an opponent to Imperial Con 
federation when it takes a practical 
shape than an advocate or supporter. 
The speech which he miido ill London a 
short time ago could not certainly have 
lead any one to liolicve that Imperial

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

TlIE French nation tippenrs deter- 
mined not to allow the Panama Canal 
project to hecome a failure. .Millions 
upou millions have been sunk in that 
"ditch," and it is Mill very far from 
being completed. The works aro now 
deserted, and machinery which cost im- 
mense sums of money is lying idle and 
rusting near the hanks of the ileserlcil 
canal. Money, and a very great deal ul 
it, is required to linish the work to re- 
vive tlio magnificent scheme which is 
apparently dying of sheer inanition. 
The French Chamber of Doputies have 
come to the rescue of the Canal Com 
pany. It has passed a Relief Hill which 
authorizes tho sale of 800,000 bonds of 
-?100 each. As the Government guaran- 
tees the interest on these bonds, they 
will no doubt be sold as soon as they 
are put on the market, and the company 
will he supplied with funds to go on 
with the work. Having learned by hit- 
ter experience the present management 
will no doubt be more economical and 
careful than its predecessors. They 
ought lo make these eighty millions go 
further than twice the sum did before 

tho collapse caused IIS il was in a great 
measure by waste and recklessness, If 
when that money is expended the canal 
is nearly finished it will not bo difficult 
to raise money for its completion. It is 
to be hoped that tho fund;, raised by 
moans of the Relief Bill will give the 
scheme an impetus which will carry it 
to a successful termination. 

It is not creditable to the administra- 
tion of justice iu England that the 
Wliitechnpel demon has not long ere 
this been discovered and punished. It 
is amazing that in the capital ol one of 
the most liighly civilized countries in 
tho world that a scries of the mos! hor- 
rible atrocities should be committed and 
yet tlio officers of justice should be un- 
able to obtain a single clue to the per- 
petrator of the crimes. The machinery 
for the discovery of crime must be la- 
mentably defect ivo when this is the ease. 
Where I he fault is no one seems to 
know. 1 1 is to bo presumed that the 
Home Office has left no mi, ins untried 
bo discover who Jack the Hipper is, yet 
he goes on committing his awful crimes 

alniohl iu the presence of the otticers of 
justice, How he manages to elude thoir 
vigilance, that is if they aro honestly 

and intelligently vigilant, passes com- 
prehension. Is it possible that the pol- 

ico of London are so careless or so wed- 
ded to old mothods thai a daring mis- 
creant wdio goes out of the beaten track 

can safely defy thorn. We are not sur- 
prised that the citizens of London feel n 
Contempt for the police and the authori- 
ties who direct their movements. It 
might be. supposed If human skill and 
perseverance could track the Wldio- 
ehnpol murderer he would have paid 
the penalty of Ills crl r long ago.

COLLISION IX A FOG- 

The Tug Binkeley Crashes Into the Steamer 
Olympian Near Port Townsend. 

At8:45 o'clock Wednesday morning the 
tug Blnkeley collided with the steamer 
Olympian about one mile outside of Port 
Townsend. She struck the Olympian 
head on, at an angle of Ci degrees, on 
the port side just forw ard of the w heel, 
breaking down the bulkhead and badly 
staving in her house for a distance of 
ten feet. A dense fog prevailed when 
the accident occurred. Both boats wen- 
bound for Port Townsend, the Olympian 
from Victoria ami tho Blukeley frotn 
outside. The Olympian was moving 
along at half speed, and her whistle was 
being blown frequently. Her officers 
heard tho Blakelcy'a whistle several 
minutes before the collision happened, 
but i;ho density of the fog prevented her 
location to any accuracy. Suddenly 
she loomed up Oil the port side, and be- 
fore any thing could bo done her prow 
was crashing into the side of the lingo 
passenger craft, Tho bole in her side 
didjiot reach below the water lint!, and 
she made lib water. The Blukeley 
escaped without a scratch. Bulb boats 
hove to until it hiis ascertained that the 
Olympian's machinery was uninjured, 
when they both steamed into Port 
Townsend. At this place Messrs. Bry- 
ant and Btillone, local inspectors of 
hulls and boilers, boarded the damaged 
boat and examined a number of the eye- 
witnesses of the accident. The damage 
to the Olympian is estimated at $2,500, 
though that maybe somewhat high. Just 
where lies the blame is hard to determine. 
The captain of tbe Olympian positively 
refused to talk and the passengers seen 
all hud different stories to tell. Tho 
local inspectors will most likely impure 
further into the mutter before rendering 
a decision. The Olympian will probab- 
ly be hud off for repairs.
